Seattle, June If.—Describing the har¬ 
rowing experience of a party who were 
wrecked on DIomed Island and who 
crossed the Ice of Behring Sea to the 
mainland, Charles A. Thompson has 
written a letter from Cape Prince of 
Wales, Alaska, dated March 16, which 
reached Seattle yesterday. Rivalling a 
novel In thrills is the story of a heroic 
attempt of survivors to reach shore, of 
the perfidy and cowardice of one cast¬ 
away who turned thief and deserted a 
lame comrade in the Arctic waste, and 
the subsequent chase and capture of 
the fugitive by a United States mar¬ 
shal just outside his home. 

The letter tells how three men were 
wrecked last October on the Asiatic 
coast, and worked to Blast Cape, leav¬ 
ing there November 6 in a small boat 
in which they reached Big DIomed Isl¬ 
ands. Here the boat was crushed by 
ice floes and rocks. They moved to 
Little DIomed and on Sunday, March 9* 
the ice came down In such quantities 
that the strait for 3€ miles was packed 
solid from the United States territory

Let us say. and let us all 
agree In saying, that there shall be a 
new Monroe Doctrine, which shall not 
keep Europe off from this hemisphere, 
but which shall keep Asia off from this 
hemisphere, and (let thg. bargain be 
struck In a new Dreibund. 

“Let the United States assure Ger¬ 
many of a policy of “Hand Off” that 
side of the equator on this hemisphere, 
let Germany assure Great Britain and 
the United States of “Hands Off” as to 
their status quo. and let them all Inter¬ 
lock for mutual defence, not merely of 
the lands of their fathers, but for the 
I protection of the white man’s standard 
of living and the civilization of Christ¬ 
endom which are threatened by a bil¬ 
lion people of the unassimllable races 
of mankind. 

“Let us never forget that the future 
belongs to the organized races of man¬ 
kind; that those races are to be su¬ 
preme. In tltjie to come, which own the 
soil and rule the sea. Let them re¬ 
member that blood Is thicker than 
water* and that all the great interest^ 
of the Teutonic people are one."’

"God has determined that woman 
should bo Inferior to man." 

"There to far too much un-Christian, 
In/idel sentiment connected with the 
suffrage movement for anyone who 
bolds Christianity to set aside" 

"The next step will be that woman 
will demand the same rights and au¬ 
thority in the church as man." 

These statements, recently made by 
Archbishop Sebastian G. Messmer, of 
Milwaukee, have aroused a storm of 
protest and derision that will reach its 
climax in impassioned oratory at the 
seventh biennial congress of the Inter¬ 
national Woman Suffrage Association, 
meeting to-day In Budapest. 

"The Relation of the Suffrage Move¬ 
ment to Christianity." te one of the 
topics on the programme of the con¬ 
vention to be held this week tn the 
Hungarian capital. It Is likely to re¬ 
sult In a heated discussion, for. while 
many Suffrage loaders are Christians, it 
1s probable that the majority have net 
yet forgiven St. Paulxfor his reflections 
ton the intellectual capacities of the 
fair sex. 

It cannot be denied that the genesis 
Of the suffrage movement was decided¬ 
ly anti-Christian. The demand for 
woman’s suffrage, declared Archbishop 
Messmer. "started with the appearance 
of the FrenC' InfldeJs and found its 
'first expression in the French revolu¬ 
tion.” The brilliant and gifted Mire. 
Rolapd, who paid for her devotio to 
liberty, with her life, and who was one 
of the first women te demand equal 
political rights for her sex, was a pro¬ 
nounced agnostic. 

In England the suffrage movement 
was launched by freethinkers. Mary 
Wolhrtdnectaft, author of “A Vindica¬ 
tion of tire Righto of Woman." was de¬ 
cidedly unorthodox In her religious 
views. Her daughter, Mary, who be¬ 
came the wife of the poet Shelley, was, 
like Mf famous husband, an atheist. 
John Stuart MIN, the great economist 
and philosopher who fathered tho lat¬ 
ter-day Suffrage movement, held her¬ 
etical religious views. Charles Brad- 
laugh, Gteorge Jacob Holyooke, and 
other eminent English freethinkers, 
were also among the early advocates of 
equal righto for women. -* ; 

in America the suffrage movement 
may be said to have commenced with 
Thtomas PAlne. the deistlcal author of 
"The Age of Reason," who was prob¬ 
ably the first American to write In 
favor of granting the ballot to the fair 
sex. 

Of the great triumvirate of the Am¬ 
erican suffrage cause—Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, Susan B. Anthony and Matil¬ 
da Joslyn Gage, Joint authors of "The 
History of Woman Suffrage" and lead- 
|dv» in the organised movement—nU 
were unorthodox in religion* matters.

WHY ENGLISH LADS 

AVOID THE PROFESSION 

Remarkable Successes of For¬ 
eigners Many of Whom Are 
Men of Culture 


(Special Correspondence.) 

London. June 2.—The ambition of 
every waiter Lb. or should be, to be¬ 
come manager and later proprietor of 
an hotel. A frequent traveller. It has 
often been a regret to me to see the 
fat post of manager in the big hotels 
occupied almost exclusively by Ger¬ 
mans, Swig* or Austrian* and yet 
these men deserve their success; in 
each case they had started at the bot¬ 
tom and worked their way up to the 
lop. 

Absolute ignorance of the possibili¬ 
ties. a desire to begin at the top, with 
a certain amount of shyness, are among 
the reasons why English lads are 
holding back from the profession of 
waiter, while foreigners better In¬ 
formed are making money. This Is a 
pity, for there are few openings now 
that offer such chances to intelligent 
not to say clever young men. The Idea 
that It is ‘‘Infra dig" must be put 
aside, nor must it be considered that 
the Job is a soft one. Few men suc¬ 
ceed without firs going through the 
mili.and those to whom fortune comes 
as a result of their own toll are as a 
rule better men than those to whom 
fortune comes by accident. It Is often 
said that Englishmen are not suited by 
temperament for the profession of 
waiter; whatever It may have been in 
the past this is quite wrong no . 
There Is no more capable and restful 
waiter In the world tha the well- 


respect. In their ranks, university men 
are quite common. The sons of hotel 
proprietors arc sent «o gain experi¬ 
ence. and learn the language. One lad. 
whose father owned seven hotels, ar¬ 
rived at a health resort where he had 
a situation for the season, and put up 
i at the best J»otel for a few days be- 
! fore proceeding to take up his post at 
a neighboring hotel. It chanced that 
at the next table sat a charming, so¬ 
ciety lady; as lads will, the youngster 
let his fyes rove over to her table from 
time to time. Imagine his dismay when 
a few days later the lady arrived at 
the hotel where he was wc. !:lng and 
was placed at a tab? ■ at which It was 
his duty to serve. The lady surveyed 
him coldly, and asked him to send the 
head waiter, when she requested that 
he be removed and another man sent. 
Another waiter whom I knew was a 
baron whose family had fallen upon 
evil days. Ho chose the profession of 
waiter as the surest way to revive 
their fallen fortune*, and I think he 
will do It. 

Jealous for the welfare of my coun¬ 
trymen. I once remonstrated with the 
German proprietor of an hotel used 
exclusively by English and Americans, 
and asked why ’ ^ did not employ Eng¬ 
lish waiters. "Hlmmel!" he replied, 
“that would be madness. Once 1 had 
an English stable master, and he came 
up to the front of my hotel and of¬ 
fered to flgh* one of the guests who 
had offended him.** That was some 
years ago. but I agree with Lord Rose¬ 
bery. “that we are a tamper race now,’* 
and It would not be likely to occur 
again. I have heard of Instances 
where young Scotchmen are taking up 
the profession, certain of a future If 
they give of their best and keep 
straight. Wherever one goes for a 
holiday In England, Scotland or Ire¬ 
land. there will be found the German 
waiter intent on working his way up 
to manager, and surely there Is no 
reason but ignorance why Englishmen 
should not have a share In the World's 
business of managing hotels and clubs, 
and even £ 400 t year with all found 
and a percentage mpst be better than 
a clerkship at £200. 

There Is much to be done In the w. y 
of Improving hotels ond restaurants, 
and even an Insignificant looking place 
can make Itself famous for cuisine 
and careful attendance. 


iooa or run tne ri»K oi losing u. in¬ 
stinctively he knows when you have 
finished, and your conversation runs 
along enjoyable and uninterrupted. 
Silent, manly and respectful. he com¬ 
mands respect In his turn. The atm in 
life of every foreign waiter Is a good 
position and wealth, and a large num¬ 
ber of them attain their obpect. A 
German w'aiter whom I knew well 
made £10.900 a year profit for seven 
years and then retired. In the office 
at the same hotel there was a youth; 
he Is now 22 years old, has a salary of 
£1,000, a percentage and all found, as 
manager of a large hotel. Another 
German gets £2.000, a percentage, and 
all found, as general manager to an 
hotel company. These three men I 
knew as ordinary waiters not more 
than fifteen years ago. 

A head waiter whom I knew died 
and left £33,000. An.-.her owns a 
hotel at Gardone. Another manages 
a splendid place at Axenfells, or did so 
until recently, and one to whom I have 
often given a tip now owns hb hotel 
and runs a private motor car. Another, 
by a stroke of luck which could not 
have come had he not been a hotel 
manager, is almost If not quite a mil¬ 
lionaire. Then there Is the celebrated 
instance where r. manager was offered 
£10,000 a year to manage a famous 
place In American. A young German 
manager once complained bitterly to 
me of his small salary—£350 a year, 
a percentage, and all found. 

There are such facilities now for a 
man who means to get on. The L.C.C. 
has a school for waiters, a fair field 
for smart la-’s who will cqrtalnly be 
pushed on. The qualifications for suc¬ 
cess are keenness, diplomacy, temper¬ 
ance, and a desire to oblige. To get 
thorough knowledge of hts subject, a 
man roust start at the bottom, but he 
need not stop there: he must work his

It ‘stood 
on one side of a narrow stream and 
the English Fort Lowrencc stood on 
the other. At* Beausejour the Infamous 
Le Lout re. an unscrupulous politician 
In the garb of a priest, had collected 
a number of Acadlans, whom he bad 
beguiled and forced to leave their 
homes under the English flag; and 
when the place was attacked by a 
considerable body of British and New 
Englanders, led by Colonel Monckton, 
these country folk, greatly alarmed 
by the shells thrown into the fortress, 
began to desert. The commandant of 
Beausejour. De Vergor, was not 
amongst the heroes who fought so 
gallantly to save Canada for France, 
but was one of Bigot's creatures, more 
eager to gain tb for honor or 
glory; and despite t.. Le Loutre could 
do to stimulate the defenders of the 
fort to a bold resistance. De Vergor 
decided, before the British had got 
their cannon Into position, to surren¬ 
der. The garrison was allowed to 
march out with the honors of war. 
The flag of England floated from the 
ramparts, and Fort Beausejour became 
Fort Cumberland.

An incident of the American civil war 
that was of great interest to Canadians 
was the banishment by President 
Lincoln of Clement Laird Vallahdlg- 
ham, «f Ohio, the leader of the "Peace 
Demorcats.” or "Copperheads." Val- 
landigham persistently denounced the 
war as , "Wicked, cruel, and unneces¬ 
sary,” and bis audacity finally aroused ] 
Lincoln to action. The Ohio trouble¬ 
maker was transported beyond the 
Union lines Into the Confederacy, and, 
just half w century ago to-day. he took 
passage for Canada at Wilmington. ; 
coming to thia country by way of Ber¬ 
muda. He arrived at Halifax on July 
6 . From the Nova Scotian metropolis 
the exile went to Quebec, and after¬ 
wards to Niagara Falls. In the mean¬ 
time he had been nominated for gov¬ 
ernor of Ohio, and he carried on his 
campaign from this country. Issuing 
several addresses to the Democrats of 
Ohio. Later he removed to Windsor, 
where lie remained until permitted to 
return to the United States. During 
his stay In Canada agents of the Con¬ 
federacy were frequent visitors to 
Vallandigham, but they were unable to 
convince the exile of the Justice of 
their hopes and ambitions. While the 
expatriate was defeated for the gov¬ 
ernorship of Ohio, he received a larger 
vote than was ever given a Democratic 
candidate in that state. Vallandigham 
proposed to leave Canada and return 
to Ohio Just before the election, but n 
storm on the night he had planned for 
his return prevented his crossing the 
Detroit river. He remained In Wind¬ 
sor until June, 1884, when he returned 
to his home.

The first man to sing the immortal 
hymn, “Lead Kindly Light." was a 
boatman, the place an orange boat 
becalmed on the Mediterranean, off the 
island of Caprera, the time eighty 
years ago to-day, June 16, 1883.

In fact, the ne¬ 
cessary' formalities for the "introduc- 
Jlon of her cause” before the Congrega¬ 
tion of Rites have already begun and 
the Bishop of Viterbo has appointed 
the socalled "postulator”'of the case, 
whose duty is to collect the evidence 
of all who knew the nun In order to 
prove her reputation for sanctity, the 
heroic quality of her

spirit of resignation. The Cardinal said 
mass In her room and gave her Cum¬ 
in unirn. It Is related that the Holy 
Nun hod a long conversation with the 
Cardinal during which she predicted 
Important future events, including the 
Pope's recent illness, which she hinted 
was the last one. 

The room in which the Holy Nun 
lived in suffering and died In peace, 
has been left intact and sealed up by 
order of the birhop. Among the many 
relics of the Holy Nun which are pre¬ 
served there is a small Image of Christ 
which the nun kept near her bed and 
for which she had a special veneration. 
It Is stated that when unbeliever*! 
went to see her out of curiosity, she 
wdbld show them this Image and a 
strange change would come over them. 

During the Camorra trial. Don Clro 
VHoszl sent to ask her whether he 
would be acquitted. She sent him 
back word that had he been innocent 
he surely would have been acquitted. 

The Holy Nun predicted her death a 
week ahead. She asked for the Abbess 
and all the nuns, begged their forgive¬ 
ness, raid boodbye, and then said:

Cistercian nuns, 
refused an offer of marriage and joined 
the Cistercian Order. After two years 
of novitiate she became a professed 
nun and took up her residence nt •Vi¬ 
terbo. In the year 1861 she was stricken 
with acute paralysis of the'spine and 
died after fifty-two years of resigned 
suffering.” 

These fifty-two years of resigned suf¬ 
fering, apart from the other virtues of 
the Holy Nun, appear to be really 
miraculous. Bister Maria Benedetta 
lived for over half a century with her 
head tightly bandaged and supported 
by a steel frame fixed at both ends of 
her bed. The pain and discomfort she 
suffered during these fifty-two long 
years which she spent practically mo¬ 
tionless and without changing her por¬ 
tion rendered life a continued martyr¬ 
dom. And yet she never complained. 
Her nurse, who grew old at her bed¬ 
side, never heard her even sigh. 

Many people came to see the Holy 
Nun; prelates, priests and pilgrims, 
nobles and peasants. They all brought 
their sorrows with them and sought 
consolation from her. 8he cheered them 
and told them that we were born to 
suffer. They looked at her and were 
consoled. The Holy Nun was endowed 
with fTroph«tic spirit and she repeat¬ 
edly predicted the-future. This gift of 
hers was. however, very little known, 
as the only great event she predicted 
was the assassination of King Hum¬ 
bert I. at Monza, July 29, 1900. 

But even this prediction would have ' 
remained unknown were It not for the 
sub-prefect of Viterbo, who was in¬ 
formed by the Mother Abess that 
Bister Marla Benedetta had a vision 
of the King's assassination, and wired 
to the Home Office at Rome for con¬ 
firmation. The reply was a denial, 
since the King had been assassinated 
late that afternoon and Rome had uoi 
however. 


We do not want to make 
money out of tbe railways. The pen¬ 
alties collected may go to the crown 
so far as (he manufacturers and ship¬ 
pers are concerned.

On Saturday one of the most;enjoy¬ 
able expeditions ever organised toy the 
Natural History Society took place, a 
party of about thirty leaving the Inner 
harbor at I SO by Dumbleton's launch 
and conveying the members and their 
guests to Hlgg*s Landing, whtfre -the 
party, having disembarked and 'listen¬ 
ed to a short lecture by Mr. 'Clapp, 
broke up Into several small groups and 
scattered about the district under sep¬ 
arate guides. 

Mr. Clapp, of the Oeologlcal Survey 
of Canada, Is at present engaged in 
making a tabulated analysis of the 
geological features of the Island, and 
In the course of his talk called attsn-' 
tion to the several examples of ba¬ 
saltic formation In the immediate 
vicinity of the landing place. Assisted 
by Mr. Sutton, Mr. Clapp conducted a 
party along the foreshore, pointing out 
the details of various volcanic forma¬ 
tions. Including the site of an ancient | 
volcano, and igneous rocks which ap¬ 
pear in abundance at this point, and 
which, with other Indications, fixed the 
formation of this part oT the Island in 
the Eocene subdivision of the Tertiary 
period. 

Another party headed by O. Harvey.
